Philippe and 
The Squaws! 


During King Baudouin’s recent 
visit to the United States he was 
made an honorary chief in one

Philippe once slept between two 
of the favorite squaws of the chief 
at the important Cherokee town 
of Talequah (now Tellico Plains), 
with the sachem himself snoring 
beside them. 


According to the diary kept by 
Louis Philippe he was greatly in- 
trigued by Indians. His fellow 
countryman Jean Jacques Rous- 
seau had popularized the philos- 
ophy that only the children of 
nature were truly noble. The 
red man, the noble savage of the 
New America, was the subject 
of much moralizing and somewhat 
maudlin analysis. A number of 
discontented Europeans, weary of 
the pressures of urban life, took 
ship to America and joined up 
with any handy tribe, seeking to 
find, and enjoy, the pure; philo- 
sophic life, free of all the taints 
of civilization. 


Philippe merely wanted to .ob- 
serve. 


In Tennessee 


In his diary he reported that 
on his travels through Tennessee 
he fell from a horse near the 
Cherokee town of Talequah. He 
was injured and began to run a 
fever. For this, as was the cus- 
tom, he had himself bled. The 
results were good. The aged chief, 
ill at the time, demanded the 
same treatment. He, too, recov- 
ered. He ordered a great feast 
prepared and invited the French 
aristocrat, then Duke of Orleans, 
to his lodge. 


There was feasting, dancing and 
a sipping of strong drink. The 
Duke of Orleans, highly enter- 
tained, wrote that, as the honored 
guest, he spent the night in lodge 
sleeping between two squaws. 


When Philippe became king of 
France he frequently asked citi- 
zens of the United States who 
were presented to the court: “Do 
they still sleep three in a bed in 
Tennessee?” 


The old Blount mansion, near 
Knoxville, built in 1792, the first 
frame house west of the Alle- 
ghenies, was visited by Phillipe, 
and steel engravings of him as a 
boy and king were hanging in a 
room when I saw it some years 
ago. 


Philippe had a room, however, 
at the nearby Chisholm’s tavern, 
which opened for business in 1792. 
A large room to the left of the 
entrance, inevitably called “The 
Great Room,” had a six-foot-wide 
fireplace. Philippe reports that 
here he encountered one of the 
hazards of frontier travel, the 
bed bug. A local tradition has it 
that he accepted local advice and 
greased himself and his well- 
scratched bites with “hog lard’’ 
supplied from the tavern kitchen. 
It was, alas, salted, having pre- 
viously been used for cooking. 
The Duke of Orleans, his many 
bites burning, rushed out and 
forthwith leaped into the Tennes- 
see River to cool things off. 


Two Brothers 


Philippe so much enjoyed his 
year of travel, 1796, that he sent 
for his two brothers, the family 
being out of royal favor. The 
three princes traveled another 
year, viewing the noble red man 
in his villages and enduring the 
rigors of frontier towns and man- 
ners with fortitude. 


Philippe spent much of his life 
in exile. He served well in the 
army, but he had ambitions for 
the throne and in 1793 had to flee 
to Austria when a plot to make

No autopsy was performed in 
the death of Smith, Carnes said. 
Asked how long Smith’s body had 
been in the water before it was 
discovered, he said: 


“It’s my personal opinion that 
he (Smith) killed Mr. Napier, 
then went right on down to the 
lake and committeed suicide.” 


Carnes said the body of Smith, 
barefoot but otherwise 
clothed, was spotted shortly after 
10 a.m. Wednesday floating face 
down 
in shallow waters of the lake.

Smith’s shoes had been found 
beside the lake Tuesday night 
near the spot where the body 
was discovered in the vicinity 
of Green’s Landing.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP)—A 
male, white jury was selected 
Wednesday night to try four white 
youths in the rape of a Negro co- 
ed. The state shot for the death 
penalty and asked the jurors to 
leave their racial feelings outside 
the courtroom. 


In all, 56 prospects were exam- 
ined before 12 finally were sworn 
in. 

Thirteen prospects were disqual- 
ified for their opposition to capital 
punishment, although the first 
score or so examined had voiced 
no opposition to the death penalty. 
Others were disqualified for fixed 
opiniong on the case, or for know- 
ing the ‘principals in the court- 
room. 


The gravity of the case and the 
conflicting opinions it has engen- 
dered across the nation were im- 
mediately pinpointed by State 
Atty. William D. Hopkins. 


His first question to prospective 
jurors was: “Do you have any 
conscientious scruples against in- 
flicing capital punishment?”

Camp Shutdowns 


To Strain Prisons 


By BRUCE GALPHIN 


The state’s prison facilities will face an overcrowd- | 


ing crisis in the next 30 to 60 days as a result of the 
drying-up of county contract money. 


That is because many of the 95 
county prison camps will have to 
shut down or curtail activities as 
county contract work runs out. 


Just how many convicts will be 
returned to state prisons is not 
certain. The number could easily 
run into the, hundreds, possibly 
thousands. 


These are conclusions based on 
interviews with political leaders 
throughout the state, as well as 
with Board of Corrections Chair- 
man C. O. Nixon and Director 
Jack M. Forrester. 


More than half of the state’s | 


prison population is now being 
housed in county prison camps at 
county expense. There are about 
5,100 prisoners in county camps, 
against some 4,800 in state insti- 
tutions. 


Most of the county camps are 
run at least partly with funds 
from county contracts. Some— 
maybe half—depend heavily on 
these state funds to maintain 
their camps. 


But the Highway Board has 
halted the county contract pro- 
gram. All highway funds, officials 
say, are being used for mainte- 
nance, matching federal funds, ad- 
ministration and paying off Rural 
Roads Authority bonds issued dur- 
ing former Gov. Griffin’s adminis- 
tration.

Red Deal

GENEVA — The Soviet Union 
Wednesday offered the West a 12- 
month extension of its lease on 
Berlin if it agreed to Russian 
conditions. Speaking for the West- 
ern powers, Secretary of State 
Herter called the proposal “‘whol- 
ly unacceptable.” 


Herter flatly rejected Gro- 
myko’s offer as a basis for fur- 
ther discussion in the Conference 
of Foreign Ministers. He was 
strongly supported by British For- 
eign Secretary Lloyd and Maurice 
Couve de Murville, French foreign 
minister. 


If this was a Saviet ‘‘Diktat,” 
Lloyd said, then the Soviet foreign 


minister had misjudged the char- 


_acter of the people to whom he 


was speaking. 
BREAKDOWN NEAR? 


Gromyko’s proposal and its 
categoric rejection by Herter left 
the foreign ministers’ conference 
on the edge of a breakdown. In 
the U.S. delegation the view was 
that unless Gromyko altered or 
improved his pr _the West 
may have “no choice but to con- 
sider the conference at an end.” 


This view was unchanged by ef- 
forts of Valerian A. Zorin, deputy 
Soviet foreign minister, to con- 
vince a press conference that the 
Soviet proposals had been put 
forward as a basis for negotiation 
rather than as “monstrous and 
impudent” ultinata, as they were 
termed in the British delegation. 


Herter will discuss the “future 
of the conference” with Gromyko 
at the latter’s villa Thursday aft- 
ernoon, U.S. sources disclosed 
Wednesday night.

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Let War Proceed 
On All Corruption! 


Completion of Fulten County's in- 
vestigation of irregularities in state gov- 
ernment ends Friday. It has proved to 
be profitable and enlightening to every 
citizen of the state. 

Perhaps the most constructive result 
of the investigation has the shock- 
ing revelation of widespread corruption 
in state government, some of it involving 
top officials, Certainly it has opened the 
eyes of all citizens to most appalling lax- 
ities in administration of key depart- 
ments and in the spending of their funds, 

The Fulton County investigation, in- 
dictments and prosecutions have served 
notice on state officials that they are 
not completely immune to the laws 
which affect the rest of us. But equally 
important is the knowledge revealed of 
fundamental weaknesses in government 
itself — weaknesses which can be cor- 
‘rected and which the present adminis- 
tration seeks to correct. 

The state stands to gain hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in recoveries of 
funds in sales tax evasions alone, not 
to mention potential recoveries from 
alleged embezzlements and other causes. 
The investment by Fulton County of 
$50,000, augmented by $10,000 from the 
state, will pay huge direct dividends. 

Deterrent effect of the probe cannot 
be measured now in dollars and cents. 
Certainly in opening the way to closing 
as many doors as possible to continua- 
tion of the large-scale fleecing of tax- 
payers, the investigation could be worth 
millions. The $50,000 from Fulton County 
is about the best possible contribution a 
single county could have made to the 
state as a whole. 

Now that the Fulton role is drawing 
to a close, emphasis will shift to the 
State Law Department’s new investi- 
gative branch. The burden is upon the 
attorney general’s office to shake off the 
inertia of the past and fulfill its re- 
sponsibility to the people. There’s still 
much to be done. 

The more than two-score indictments 
arising from the investigation, if fol- 
lowed by vigorous prosecution, serves 
notice that corrupt public officials and 
those who connive with them are not 
above the law. 

Praise of the highest nature is due 
Mr. Cadenhead, investigators Frank Hes- 
ter and Frank Grimsley, Sol. Gen. Webb 
and the several grand juries whieh have 
supported the clean-up efforts. Fulton 
County commissioners glso deserve great 
credit for making the investigatioh pos- 
sible. 

Let us hope the era of operation of 
government in Georgia on principles of 
cronyism and personal profit at taxpay- 
ers’ expense has ended, never to return.

Reds’ Economic Might 
Worries Sen. Russell 


In his address to the graduating class 
of Georgia State College of Business Ad- 
ministration, Sen. Richard B. Russell 
called attention to threats to our security 
from within and from without. But in 
discussing the Russian challenge, he gave 
special attention te the developing might 
of the Soviet economy. 


During this generation, Sen. Russell 
declared, we may very well see a shift 
in Soviet tactics from military bluster 
and threats to an all-out drive to achieve 
economic supremacy over the free world. 
This is the declared aim of Khrushchev. 
He counts on it to shift the international 
balance of power to Moscow. 


The chief of our Central Intelligence 
Agency, he pointed out, has reported that 
Russian industrial capacity has expanded 
at an annual rate of 9% per cent during 
the past seven years. Our own industrial 
growth has been at an annual rate of 
3.6 per cent. 

The Russians thus are gearing their 
industrial machine to suit national pol- 
icy and not to please the Russian people. 
They are building an industrial plant at 
a formidable rate. They are moving into 
world markets, taking their agents with 
them, at an ever-growing rate. 

“The United States remains, of course, 
as the leading industrial power on earth. 
To maintain that lead and to keep the 
‘military strength to protect it are the 
great long-range necessities for natienal 
security.

Being pragmatic politicians, legisla- 
tors understandably will look te their 
own careers.

“The issues revolving around public 
education will confront the next session 
of the General Assembly,” he declared. “I 
have taken my stand. We must save, sus- 
tain and support the cause of public edu- 
cation in Virginia. I call upon all Vir- 
ginians who believe in the soundness and 
righteousness of that position to rally to 
my support before it is too late, To be 
forewarned is to be forearmed.” 

We commend these remarks to those 
who oppose even controlled desegregation 
of the schools but who now know they 
must make a choice and do not wish to 
condemn their children to the darkness of 
illiteracy.

Judges Act Realistically; 
Citizens Must Do Same 


The momentous ruling in federal court saying Atlanta schools 
cannot remain racially segregated came with stunning swiftness. 
But the surprise was in its swiftness—not in its content. Most Geor- 
gians who have given any real thought to the problem knew this 
ruling was coming, The only question was when. 


The ruling is still tentative. It is 
still subject to argument from op- 
posing litigants. And it will un- 
doubtedly be appealed. But we 
know of no factual basis for be- 
lieving it will be overturned. 

The preliminary order came 
from judges familiar with the 
South and its problems. They, like 
most Georgians, prefer to pre- 
serve the racial pattern, for they 
realize to change it even in a 
relatively small degree will bring 
on difficulties for people of both 
races. 

At the same time, these judges 
are realists. They are sworn to

There is only a hope— 
a calculated risk—a chance to be 
taken because it is only alterna- 
tive to depriving vast numbers of

gated. 

The House Armed Services 
Subcommittee, headed by Rep. 
F Edward Hebert (D-La) is be- 
ginning hearings July 1 on the 
hiring of retired military leaders 
by defense contractors, But that 
is only picking at the problem by 
investigating a limited aspect of 
it. He has indicated he may 
broaden the inquiry. He should. 
His committee should go into the 
whole thing so that the full facts 
can be got out speedily and rem- 
edial actions taken, if needed. 


One example will show the 
kind of thing Mr. Eisenhower is 
warning against. The Pentagon 
and Congress are in the process 
of deciding whether to go for- 
ward with the Nike-Hercules anti- 
bomber, antimissile missile or to 
rely more heavily on the Bomarc 
longer-range antibomber missile.

The Board of Regents Wednes- 
day approved expenditures total- 
ing $186,000 for extending scien- 
tific education facilities at the 
University of Georgia. 


Included in that figure is $65,- 
000 for a telescope. 


Following through with an em- 
phasis on science, the regents 
also voted to authorize the univer- 
sity to confer a Ph.D. degree in 
physics. The school already offers 
a Ph.D. in chemistry. 


FEES ALSO BOOSTED 


In other action, the board voted 
a $4-a-quarter increase in ma- 
triculation fees at the university. 
Beginning with fall quarter, 1959, 
in-state students will have to pay 
$65 to enroll, rather than $61. Dor- 
mitory and other fees are, of 
course, extra. 


The regents turned thumbs 
down on new social Greek-letter 
fraternities and sororities at the 
junior college units of the wni- 
versity system. A spokesman for 
the board said an advisory com- 
mittee of college presidents had 
felt ‘it would be wise” to re- 
strict fraternities and sororities 
to four-year colleges.

Franchise Business 
Gives Low-Cost Start

third, pay the rest out of profit in 
the first two or three years. 


Credit may be easier to get if 
you hold a recognized franchise 
. credit for supplies and equip- 
ment, even for other expenses of 
opening your own place. 

You get the advantage of group 
buying on equipment and sup- 
plies, advertising ledflets, etc. 
The franchising firm is some- 
times able to provide savings on 
these items by spreading the costs 
over many franchise holders and 
getting quantity prices on equip- 
ment, printing, etc. 


You get professional guidance | 
and advice from the franchising | 


firm. Through experience with 
other franchisers, the parent firm 


can tell you how much gross you | 


must do to make a reasonable 
profit. It can give you tips on lo- 
cation ‘(which is crucial), 
pects (also crucial), or cost break- 
downs. 


You are ‘“semi-independent,”’ 
in the sense that your profits do 
depend directly on how well you 
run your franchise operation. 


What are the disadvantages? 

You usually must pay a fee of 
some kind for the franchise. The 
amount depends on the value of | 
the franchise, the territory you 
are allowed to cover and to a 
great extent on the help and di- 
rection given by the parent firm. 


YOUR LIMITS 


You are not totally independent, 
for the franchise can be revoked 
if you do not reach your quota 
of sales, or if you do not follow 
the franchising firm's rules of op- 
eration to the letter. 


Your freedom to -expand into 
other lines may be carefully lim- 
ited . . . most firms want your 
undivided efforts in return for 
the franchise. 


There are plenty of risky deals 
which are touted as big money 
makers but have serious flaws 
upon careful examination. You 
should plan to spend plenty of 
time and effort investigating the 
franchise deal before you sign a 
piece of paper or spend one cent. 


How. to investigate? What to 
ask? What to look out for? There’s 
a long list, but here are broad 
outlines, the essentials: 


What’s the reputation of the 
company? Is there a good back- 
ground of experience in the field 
behind the principals in the firm? 
How long have such franchises 
been offered? What’s the financial 
picture of the company? Solid, or 
highly speculative? 


What are the terms of your con- 
tract? Can the seller of the fran- 
chise cancel at any time? On 
what grounds? Are sales quotas 
part of your contract? Can you 
sell the franchise to someone 
else? Under what conditions? Are 
territorial limits spelled out ex- 
actly? 

WATCH CLOSELY 

Watch for advance fees. Most 

companies that deal fairly will not 


ask you for an advance fee to 
*thold the franchise open.’’

Are supplies of goods always 
available? If your sales go well 
you won’t want to be hamstrung, 
or have your investment watered 
down for lack of goods to sell. 
Be sure that delivery is guaran- 
teed in the contract. 


Are there other successful fran- 
chises in your area, or in similar 
areas? Can a franchise of the 
kind you are interested in be op- 
erated’ in a town your size? Has 
the product or service proved pop- 
ular in your region? These are 
key questions. 


What kinds of businesses offer 
franchises? Many food lines. 
Drive-ins and roadside operations 
of one kind and another. Auto 
laundries. Vending machines (but 
watch these VERY closely). Ac- 
counting and tax service sys- 
tems. Reducing salons, dance stu- 
dios. Trailer rentals. Gas stations, 
of course. Exclusive sales reps 
for such items as hearing aids, 
auto accessories, lawn sprinkler 
systems, water softener systems, 
aluminum screens and storm win- 


dows, commercial signs, seat 
covers, imported cars, motor- 
cycles. 


SOME EXAMPLES 


Here are two examples of fran- 
chise operations which have been 
successful: 


Chicken Delight, Inc., drive-in 
chain, started in Rock Island, Ill. 
Using high speed conduction cook- 
ers, franchise holder produces a 
“take-out”. chicken dinner, with 
free delivery. Since opening up 
the chain has added to the menu 
a “Shrimp Delight’. and “Fish 
Delight” platter, and barbecued 
ribs. 


The investment required to open 
up shop is $9,500, and this in- 
cludes remodeling of a building, 
which will be selected and laid 
out by the parent firm’s experts. 
Jt also includes eight cookers, 
two fryers, 80 steel trays, coolers, 
2,500 take-out kits, 550 pounds of 


its owner. One operator, who 
sells 1,000 servings a week, re- 
ports a net income of about $18,- 
000 a year. (His gross profit for 
each serving is about 75c.) 


There is no sales quota, and no 
penalty clause in this contract. 
Franchise holders are trained in 
an operating franchise for a week 
and then the parent firm sends a 
skilled operator to work in the 
new location for the first week of 
operation, 


The company will’ not sign a 
franchise unless the applicant’s 
own lawyer is present. It does 
little advertising to get franchise 
holders . . . most applicants are 
from word-of-mouth recommenda- 
tions. 


ACCOUNTING SERVICE 


Another franchise in a far dif- 
ferent line is an accounting serv- | 
ice for doctors and dentists, 
called Medical Management, Inc. 
It is a complete service for doc- 
tors which provides for handling 
billing to patients, keeping books, 
preparing tax returns, collecting 
delinquent accounts and consult- 
ing on management problems. 
Much of the work is done on IBM 
equipment. 


The franchise holder pays $3,000 | 
to become a _ representative Fang 
Medical Management, Inc. 
fee includes a month of aliinie| 
at Dayton headquarters. He also | 
pays approximately $30 per po- 
_ tential client in the area (the pay- 
‘ment is spread over the first few 
years), and invests approximately | 
$500 in paper forms and sales | 
aids. The service costs the doctor 
about $1,000 a year. 


Profit margins are 17% to 35%, 
and the minimum net income for 
a successful operator should be 
$10,000 plus. The company has 
tripled its gross sales for four 


years, and new territories are | 
opening year by year. It takes | 
a population area of about 100,- 
000 minimum to support this kind 
of operation, according to its 
founders. 


These are but two in a growing 
list of franchise businesses you 
should investigate if you have the 
urge to go into business for your- | 
self. New. franchise opportunities 
become available every month. 
Some are advertised in the news- 
papers and in financial and trade 
journals. 


MONTHLY LIST 


National Franchise Reports, 333 
N. Michigan Ave., Chicago 1, IIl., 
publishes a monthly listing and 
description of new and current 
offers in the franchise field, to- 
gether with news about franchise 
businesses as a whole. It is a 
reliable service and screens out 
some of the out-and-out schemes 
and phonies in the field. 


It contains offers for distribu- 
torships of new products, dealer 
and wholesaler operations, other 
business opportunities. Price, $12 
a year. 


Own a business on the side? 
Franchising is particularly suited 
to those who have a yen to. hang 
on to their regular jobs and oper- 
ate a business on the side. One 
or more investors can pool capi- 
tal, hire a manager to operate 
the franchise, and take good prof- 
it on their investment. 


In some franchise firms, J 
many as half the franchises are 
operated by paid managers hired 
by investors and owners of the 
franchise. You'll find a difference 
of opinion on this. Some firms 
will not sell franchises to any 
except those who plan to estab- 
lish owner-operated businesses. 
Others welcome investors, and 
will aid in finding qualified man- 
agers for their franchises. 


Warning: In any franchise busi- 
ness, step carefully before you 
invest. Talk with your lawyer, 
with other franchise holders, and 
your banker. Examine all con- 
tracts carefully. Check the par- 
ent firm with your own Better 
Business Bureau, or with National 
Better Business Bureau, Inc., 405 
Lexington Ave., New York 17, 
New York.

Branch Asks 


WASHINGTON  — Spokesmen 
‘for the private power industry 
urged Wednesday that the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority be confined 


to the area it now serves. 


The plea was heard by a Sen-

would authorize TVA to partici- 
pate in a self financing program. 
Such a measure has passed the

Witnesses for the private power 
| groups, while opposed to the self 
‘financing proposal, said that if a 
bill is enacted it should contain 
a proviso barring expansion of 
the TVA service area. 


Main purpose of the legislation 
is to authorize TVA to issue up 


‘to 750 million dollars in revenue 


bonds to finance construction of 
steam generating plants which 
the agency says it must have to 
avoid a power shortage. 


The bills also would require 
TVA to pay about 3 per cent in- 
terest on the $1,200,000,000 in- 
vested by the government in TVA 
power facilities and an annual 
payment of $10,000,000 to retird 
the capital debt. 


The bill passed by the House 
limits TVA’s future power operea- 
tions to the area it now serves, 
with a few minor exceptions,

Couples Tempted 


To Stretch Earnings 


The Family Guide yesterday discussed typical 
spending patterns—to encourage young people just 
‘ starting a family budget. But young folks today sre 
tempted to buy on time and stretch their spending 


capacities. 


A businessman works on bor- 
rowed capital. But the business- 
man will say: “Sure I borrow— 
but only when I’m sure what 
I’m borrowing for will eventual- 
ly cover cost of the loan.” 


A couple starting out can well 
heed this business maxim. For 
example, if the head of a young 
family plans to continue his 
education, he’s likely to in- 
crease his net worth. A year of 
college may cost $6,000 to $7,000. 


But the lifetime earnings of a 
college graduate are $268,000— 
in comparison to the high school 
graduate’s $165,000, the elemen- 
tary school graduate’s $116,000. 


So if he borrows, say $12,000, 
for schooling he may get a re- 
turn of $103,000 more income. 


PREDICT INCOME 


But what about ordinary time 
buying? 


Credit men say no individual 
should: 


1. Take on commitments that 
will run beyond his ability to 
forecast income and expenses 
with reasonable confidence. Be 
doubly certain he doesn’t let 
overoptimism or too-hasty plan- 
ning trip him up. 


2. Stay well under his debt 


ceiling unless he’s dealing with 
an emergency. Leave himself 
with a credit reserve to call on 
when he’s really in need. 


3. Guard his credit standing 
by paying bills on time. 


KNOW INTEREST 


If a young couple feels it ac- 
tually must buy on time it 
should first know what it is 
paying in interest and carrying 
charges. This may make it de- 
cide to save up first. 


But if that doesn’t, the couple 
should determine 10 per cent 
of the husband’s take-home pay 
and multiply that by 18. Then 
it should keep the amount it 
borrows—principal plus interest 
and carrying charges — below 
that. It should never have more 
instalment debt than 10 per 
cent of the husband’s income 
will pay off in 12 to 24 months. 


Or, the couple can add up an- 
nual shelter expense, minimum 
annual food costs and minimum 
annual clothing outlay, then 
subtract the total from the hus- 
band’s annual take-home _in- 
come. The outstanding debt 
ought to be less than a third of 
the remainder.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Fund 
for the Republic released a report 
Wednesday urging nine reforms in 
the American political system to 
correct what it called serious 


weaknesses. One proposed change | courtroom 
would eliminate midterm elec- 
tions. 


Most of the present weaknesses, 
the report said, result from struc- 
tural limitations of the major po- 
litical parties which “‘virtually as- 
sure a government by fits and 
starts’’ and one not accountable 
to a national popular majority. 


Two of the proposed reforms 
would have to have constitutional 
amendments. 


WOULD EXPAND TERMS 


One would do away with con- 
gressional elections in between 
presidential elections by provid- 
ing for four-year House terms and 
eight-year Senate terms instead of 
the present two and six years, re- 
spectively. There would be a si- 
multaneous election every four 
years of the president, the entire 
House and half of the Senate. 


The other constitutional change 
would repeal the 22nd Amendment 
limiting presidents to two elective 
terms.

Sometimes digestive symptoms 
and a loss of appetite are the 
first noticeable symptoms. Loss of 
appetite in a young person is 
especially to be noted and when 
occurring with a loss of weight 
should be regarded with grave 
suspicion. Whenever in these days 
young women in their eagerness 
to keep their weight down, are in 
a state of undernutrition, the 
chest should be examined by 
physical examination and X ray. 
Such an examination will differ- 
entiate a relativély harmless and 
hopefully a temporary state of 
malnutrition from the insidious 
beginnings of tuberculosis. Since 
poor nutrition is still regarded as 
a state favorable to the onset of 
active tuberculosis, the dieting 
young should be carefully 
watched.

She Put a Lot of Folks 
To Work... And How 


DALTON—*“‘Well, I put a lot of folks to work. I know that,” 
Mrs. Catherine Whitener said. She sure has. Mrs. Whitener started 
an industry back in 1900 which had a total sale of $2.50 that year. 
In 1955, the total sale of the product was $278,000,000. 


Mrs. Whitener was the first woman in Dalton to make a tufted 
bedspread and sell it. From her beginnings, the whole tufted in- 
dustry has grown. And Dalton is still the capital. Carpeting has 
been added to the bedspreads, and some 10,000 people work in the 
industry in Georgia. (Figures from The Atlanta Economic Review, 
a Georgia State College publication.) 


“I saw my first tufted bedspread when I was just 12,” Mrs. 
Whitener recalls. ‘I decided then, that as soon as I learned a little 
more about sewing, I was going to make me one. So when I was 


15 I did. Then I made another, and then in 1900 I sold one for | 


$2.50 to Mrs. John League down in Trion.” 


And the chenille industry was on its way. At first the spreads 


were made by hand, but machines were developed which speeded 
up the process. 


At one time Mrs. Whitener had about 100 women making 
spreads for her—all by hand. “I would lay out the design on the 
cloth at my house, and they would come get them, take them home 
and work on them there. When they finished, they brought them 
back,”’ Mrs. Whitener said. 


“I could make about two bedspreads a day by hand. At first 
I made up all my own designs, but some professional designers 
made up such pretty ones that I started using some of theirs, too. 
I haven’t made a spread since 1935, though,’”’ Mrs. Whitener said. 


I asked her if she were planning to make any more and she 
said, ‘“‘Well, I can’t do it right now. You see, I fell down in my 
garden the other day and broke my arm. That cast sure does get 


»t re 


in my way! 


There are still bedspreads being made by hand, and they find 
a ready sale among those who look on them as a work of art. The 
cost of a hand-made one is, of course, much greater than that of 
a machine-made spread.

The Neighbors Are Going to Watch This Corn 


All the corn in Atlanta isn’t in this column. Robert, 16, and 
Richard Williamson, 12, have a crop that already has the neighbors 
on Rockbridge road as green as the corn with envy. The stalks 
are seven feet tall and “‘tosseling,”’ as us old corn farmers say. 


Robert and Richard haven’t used any commercial fertilizer at 
all on the quarter-acre plot. They are organic farmers. They’ve 
used manure, of course, and ground phosphate rock. For potash 
they are using hybrotite (from out Stone Mountain way). For nitro- 
gen they use cotton seed meal and ground dried seaweed. All of 
the. natural fertilizer has been in light applications. The boys’ 
mother, Mrs. T. R. Williamson, has promised to keep me informed 
as to the “turn out” of the crop.

. They’ve been saying the same 
Outlar thing for more than a decade now. 


Snead, who uncorked an incredible 59 in the recent Festival at 
White Sulphur, has been searing the Winged Foot layout in practice 
rounds. Masters champion Art Wall, for one, predicts that this .will 
be the year in which Snead fractures the hex. 


—Chance for Hogan to Walk Alone 


It will be quite a story if Snead wins his first Open, but it will 
be a far greater story if Ben Hogan bags an unprecedented fifth 
crown. The men who know the golfers best insist that Hogan is the 
greatest competitor the game has produced since Bob Jones. 


And it would be appropriate, indeed, if Hogan could accomplish 
this amazing feat on the same stage where Jones trounced Al 
Espinosa in the memorable play-off 30 years ago. Jones, Hogan 
and Willie Anderson are the only four-time winners. 


The dispatches out of Mamaroneck, N.Y., reveal that Hogan is 
up to one of his old tricks. Before the Masters meet, reporters 
were soliciting scores, and most of the golfers were predicting 
routine rounds. 


“If you want to get someone to forecast a real low winning 
total, just check with Hogan,” Snead said. “He always votes 
low ... talks about how easy the course is playing and sets 
you up.” 


Sure enough, Hogan followed through by saying that he antici- 
pated some spectacular scores. And he’s predicting more of the 
same at Winged Foot. 


While the other gentlemen are forecasting a rugged scuffle with 
par, Hogan says that he looks for sub-par scores. 


Hogan and Snead are sentimental favorites. And it would be a 
fitting climax to a colossal career if Hogan could scale the heights 
one more time. 


——Remember the Masters and Art Wall 


Golf writers have already put the whammy on Arnold Palmer 
by pegging him as a stout choice to take it all. And the boys in the 
back room, who deal In greenbacks and shun sentiment, have in- 
stalled Palmer as co-favorite with Snead. 


Despite an ankle injury, Art Wall has drawn heavy support in 
some quarters. And from this distant vantage point, Wall looks like 
a much better choice for the crown than Snead or Hogan. The 
nervy Pennsylvanian proved at Augusta that it's dangerous to over- 
look him. 


Before the Masters kickoff, they were talking about Snead, 
Hogan, Palmer, Middlecoff and practically everyone but Wall. But 
late Sunday afternoon the entire golfing world was talking about 
Wall’s sensational stretch run in which he birdied five of the last 
six holes to overhaul Palmer. 


As an original thinker once said, this is one of those wide- 
open affairs. For sure, it’s as select as a golfing field can get. 
Out of an original entry list of 2,388 players, only 131 are at- 
tending the meet as participants. A field of 150 goes to post 
this morning, for 19 exempt players join the qualifiers. 

When Snead has to qualify to earn a berth, it’s an elite affair. 
And Mr. Jimmy Demaret was commenting yesterday that it’s too 
damned elite. Demaret refused to engage in the qualifying “‘farce.”’ 
Like some 25,000 others, he will be a mere spectator. 


Golf isn’t necessarily a game.in which youth must have its 
fling. But in a grueling affair like the Open, age is no asset. At the 
request of exactly no one, I hereby pick Wall, Palmer and Mike 
Souchak to finish in that order.
